HERE'S SOME history 
most people don’t remember. 
Immediately after retiring 
from the Presidency, Willi¬ 
am Howard Taft was one of 
the organizers of the League 
to Enforce Peace, of which 
he was the first president. 

Note that word “Enforce.” 
The plan was to get all the 
great nations to combine to 
prevent wars, by friendly 
persuasion and legal means 
if possible, but by force if 
necessary, for the simple 
reason that modern war had 
become too deadly and too 
costly to be endured by in¬ 
telligent people if there was 
any honorable way to avoid 
them. 

* * * 

I WAS then editor of a 
small town newspaper and, 
as such, received one of the 
letters announcing the plans 
and inviting me to a kickoff 
meeting in New York. I _ 
couldn’t go but wrote an 
editorial favoring the proj- ^ 
ect. 

Despite that great assist¬ 
ance, and the worldwide 
publicity the movement ^ 
gained. World War I began 
before it could get started, 
which made progress im¬ 
possible. But that was the j 
basic move which led to the 
League of Nations after that 
war. 

World War I was so terri¬ 
ble and ruinous that the 
whole world — except the 
United States — was eager 
for the League of Nations. 
But we stayed out and the 
League had no force. When 
the Japanese invaded Man¬ 
churia the League ordered 
sanctions but we sold oil 
and scrap iron to Japan. 

I ATTENDED a luncheon 
at the University Club in 
Los Angeles at which a 
Chinese statesman pleaded 
with us not to supply Japan 
with needed material, to 
which a leading oil man re¬ 
plied that if we didn’t the 
Dutch would and we might 
as well continue to get the 
business. 

It was the same when 
Mussolini invaded Ethiopia. 
The League ordered sanc¬ 
tions but the League had no 
power to “Enforce” peace. 
So the League died. 

• « ♦ 

THEN WORLD WAR II 

was so much worse than 
any other in history that 
again the whole world was 
eager for a league which 
could enforce peace. So the 
United Nations was born. 
But, after a few years we 
forget how terrible it was— 
and don’t give the United 
Nations the support we 
should. 

But I’ll bet that if we 
have a third world war it 
wilt be so much worse than 
anything we have dreamed 
of that an eager world will 
try once more. 

For I think we all know 
In our hearts that we must 
have a strong organization 
to enforce peace — just as 
Taft wanted one nearly 50 
years ago — and we never 
will have security until we 
get it. 

There’s no ground for par¬ 
tisanship on this. I don’t 
know of any great leader, 
from Taft to Kennedy, who 
hasn’t been for the idea.

Roland Arthur Adams, 
member of a Sierra Madre 
pioneer family, identified 
prominently with this city’s 
history and known wide- 
spreadiy throughout the 
area, passed away on Fri¬ 
day, Nov. 24, at St. Luke 
Hospital, following a brief 
illness. TTie family home is 
at 127 W. Highland, 
land. 

Mr. Adams, for 60 years a 
Californian and a Sierra 
Madrean for 50 years, was 
born in Boston, Mass., his 
lineage connecting with the 
famous Adams family noted 
in American history. During 
his boyhood the family emi¬ 
grated west to Helena, 
Mont., and thence to Sierra 
Madre. 

IN THIS CITY the elder 
Adams, with Capt. John A.

The County Board ot Supervisors has voted on 
emergency allocation of S32,I00 to provide flood con¬ 
trol measures in the areas north of the recent Sierra 
Madre forest fires. The bulk, $25J)00, goes to excavote 
a channel and build a levee in Hastings Canyon. The 
supervisors also approved S7,100 to help finonce lOJKJO 
sandbags for Sierra Madre fire victims. 

At the same time, rainstorms which brought ap¬ 
proximately three inches of rain over the mou n t ai n 
country of the Angeles National Forest, have resulted 
in opening the fire hazard areas closed to the public 
since last June. 

A protest by Councilman Severin L. Sorensen about 
the procedure followed in which 3,000 feet of new fire 
hose was purchased following the recent forest fires, en¬ 
livened the City Council meeting Tuesday night. 

Otherwise, the session had much to do with flood 
control, particularly the troublesome Upper Michillanda 
situation in which Sierra Madre, Pasadena and the County 
Flood Control District are concerned, with Pasadena draw¬ 
ing back from any financial burden.
